I'ealized it’s “an eye show,” and would be no more attractive 
in English than in Russian or even Chinese.

Americans have the notion, 
from Russian literature and highbrow piays, that all Russian 
entertainm ent is morbid, decadent and depressing. 
Yet 
“Chauve Souris” is a barrel o f fun— several barrels. 
The trouble with “Chauve Souri.s” attendance i.s the fault 
of its atlverlising rather than of American taste.
